No thin g —n ot ev en bear—hav e ev er 
tackled lyn x in a trap before. 
It is 
th e first time I ev er see it.” 
This aroused Weyman . 
He was on e 
of that g rowin g n umber of thoug htful 
men who believ ed that man ’s eg oism, 
as a race, blin ds him to man y of the 
more won derful facts of creation . 
“There is on e big wolf a n ’ on e smal­ 
ler,” said Hen ri. 
“An ’ it is always 
the big wolf who g oes in an ’ lig hts 
the lyn x. 
I see that by the sn ow. 
While he’s lig htin g , the smaller wolf 
makes man y tracks in the sn ow just 
out of reach, a n ’ then when the lyn x 
Is down , or dead, it jumps in an ' helps 
tear it in to pieces. 
All that I kn ow 
by the sn ow.” 
Durin g the two weeks that followed, 
Weyman foun d much to add to the 
material of his book. Not a day passed 
that somewhere alon g Hen ri’s trap-lin e 
they did n ot set* the trails of the two 
wolv es, an d Weyman observ ed th a t—* 
a s Hen ri had told him—the footprin ts 
were always two by two, an d n ev er 
on e by on e. 
On the third day they 
came to a trap that had held a lyn x, 
an d at sig ht of what remain ed Hen ri 
cursed in both Fren ch an d En g lish 
un til he was purple in the face. 
The 
lyn x had been torn un til its pelt was 
practica 11 y wortli 1 ess. 
Weyman saw where the smaller wolf 
had waited on its haun ches, while its 
compan ion had killed the lyn x. 
He 
did n ot tell Hen ri all lie thoug ht. 
But 
the days that followed con v in ced him 
more an d more that he had foun d the 
most dramatic exemplification of his 
theory. 
Back of this mysterious trag ­ 
edy of the trap-lin e there was a rea­ 
son . 
Why did the two wolv es n ot destroy 
the tisher-cat, the ermin e an d the m ar­ 
ten ? 
Why was their feud with the 
lyn x alon e? 
Weyman was stran g ely thrilled. 
Lie 
w as a lov er of wild thin g s, an d tor 
that reason he n ev er carried a g un . 
Ami when he saw Hen ri placin g poison 
baits for the two marauders, he shud­ 
dered, an d when , day after day. he 
saw that these poison baits were un ­ 
touched, he rejoiced. Somethin g in his 
own n ature wen t out in sympathy to 
the heroic outlaw of the trap-lin e who 
n ev er failed to g iv e battle to the lyn x. 
Nig hts in the cabin in* wrote down his 
thoug hts an d discov eries of the day. 
On e day the big idea came to Hen ri. 
Weyman was with him when they 
struck fresh sig n s of lyn x. 
There was 
a g reat win dfall ten or fifteen feet 
hig h, an d in on e place the log s had 
formed a sort of cav ern , with almost 
solid walls on three sides. 
The sn ow 
was beaten down by tracks, an d the 
fur of rabbit was scattered about. 
Hen ri was jubilan t. 
“We g ot heem—s u r e !” he said. 
H e built the bait-house, set a trap 
an d looketl about him shrewdly. Then 
he explain ed his scheme to Weyman . 
If the lyn x was caug ht, an d the two 
wolv es came to destroy it, the tig ht 
would take place in that shelter un der 
the win dfall, an d the marauders would 
hav e to pass throug h the open in g . 
So 
Hen ri set liv e smaller traps, con ceal­ 
in g them skillfully un der leav es an d 
moss an d sn ow, an d all 
were fur 
en oug h away from the bait-house so 
that the trapped lyn x could n ot sprin g 
them in his strug g les. 
“ When they fig ht, wolf jump this 
way a n ’ that—an ’ sure g et in .” said 
Hen ri. 
“He miss on e, two, t ’ree— but 
he sure g et in trap somewhere.” 
T hat same morn in g a lig ht sn ow fell, 
makin g the work more complete, for 
it cov ered up all footprin ts an d buried 
the telltale scen t of man . 
That n ig ht 
Kazan an d Gray Wolf passed w ithin a 
hun dred feet of the win dfall, an d Gray 
Wolf's keen scen t detected somethin g

stran g e an d disq uietin g in the air. She 
in formed Kazan by pressin g her shoul­ 
der ag ain st his, an d they swun g off 
at rig ht an g les, keepin g to win dward 
of the trap-lin e,

n ig hts n othin g happen ed at the win d­ 
fall. 
Hen ri un derstood, an d explain ed 
to Weyman . 
The lyn x whs a hun ter, 
like himself, an d also had its hun t-lin e, 
which it cov ered about on ce a week. 
On the fifth n ig ht the lyn x return ed, 
wen t 
to 
the 
win dfall, 
was 
lured 
straig ht to the bait, an d the sharp- 
toothed steel trap closed relen tlessly 
ov er its rig ht hin dfoot. 
Kazan an d 
Gray Wolf were trav elin g a q uarter of 
a mile deeper in the forest when they 
heard the clan kin g of the steel chain 
us the lyn x foug ht to free itself. 
Ten 
min utes later they stood in the door 
of the win dfall cav ern . 
It was a white clear n ig ht, so filled 
with brillian t stars that Hen ri himself 
could hav e hun ted by the lig ht of them. 
The lyn x had exhausted itself, an d 
lay crouched on its belly as Kazan 
an d Gray Wolf appeared. 
As usual, 
Gray Wolf held back while Kazan be­ 
g an the battle. 
In the first or secon d 
of these fig hts on the trap-lin e, Kazan 
would probably hav e been disembow­ 
eled or had his jug ular v ein cut open , 
had tin * fierce cats been free. 
They 
were more than his match in open 
lig ht, thoug h the big g est of them fell 
ten poun ds un der his weig ht, 
( ’han ee 
had sav ed him on the Sun Bock. Gray

like scimitars. His forefeet an d his left 
hin dfoot were free, an d as Kazan ad­ 
v an ced, he drew back, so that the trap- 
chain was slack un der his body.

Kazan could n ot follow his old tactics ; 
of circlin g about his trapped foe, un til 
j it had become tan g led in tin * chain , or 
| had so shorten ed an d twisted it that 
j there was n o chan ce for a leap.

Then it was that on e of Hen ri’s hid­ 
den traps sav ed him from a secon d at­ 
tack—an d death. 
Steel jaws sn apped 
ov er on e of his forefeet, an d when he 
leaped, the chain stopped him. 
On ce 
or twice before, blin d Gray Wolf had 
leaped in , when she kn ew that Kazan 
was in g reat dan g er. 
For an in stan t 
she forg ot her caution n ow, an d as she 
heard 
Kazan 's 
sn arl 
of 
pain , 
sla* 
spran g in un der the win dfall. 
Fiv e 
traps Hen ri had hidden in the space 
in fron t of the bait-house, an d Gray 
Wolf’s feet foun d two of these. 
She 
fell on her side, sn appin g an d sn arl­ 
in g . 
In his strug g les Kazan spran g 
the remain in g two traps. On e of them 
missed. 
The fifth, an d last, caug ht 
him by a hin dfoot. 
Hen ri an d Weyman were out early. 
When they struck off the main lin e 
toward the win dfall, Hen ri poin ted to 
the tracks of Kazan an d Gray Wolf, 
an d his dark face lig hted up with 
pleasure an d excitemen t. 
When they 
reached the shelter un der the mass of 
fallen timber, both stood speechless 
for a momen t, astoun ded by what they 
saw. 
Ev en Hen ri had seen n othin g 
like this before—two wolv es an d a 
lyn x, all in traps, an d almost within 
reach of on e an other’s fan g s. But sur­ 
prise could n ot lon g delay the busin ess 
of 
Hen ri’s 
hun ter's 
in stin ct. 
The 
wolv es lay first in his path, an d he 
was raisin g his rifle to put a steel- 
capped bullet

pen ds on weig ht of kern els an d n ot on 
weig ht of hulls.
